the equal rights of citizens." 
The Supreme Court of the Unit­ 
ed States again says in Mugler 
vs. Kansas (123 U. S. 205): 
“ It is not necessary for the sake 
of justifying the state legislation 
now under consideration, to array 
the appalling statistics of misery, 
pauperism, and crime which have 
their origin in the use or abuse 
of ardent spirits, for we cannot 
shut out of view the facts, within 
the knowledge of all,

Galicia, now harried by the

tooth of war. 
There are hundreds of thousands of 
just such cases. 
W hat a tragedy it 
all is to these isolated young people, 
Who have penetrated to tile strange 
scenes of this new land, leaving be­ 
hind loved friends in the calm secur­ 
ity of peasant life.

M ay, and Charles, both of whom died 
w ithin the last seven years.
